Productivity Team 
recommended _ the industry “to 
realise that methods engineering is 
the detailed accurate analysis of the 
factors which make up owtr produc 
tion problems; that it is only on the 
basis of accurate analysis that such 
techniques as motion study can con- 
tribute to an improved process; that 
the assessment of this improvement 
includes work measurement by time; 
that to make full use of methods 
engineering it must be applied from 
the design stage, and therefore the 
cycle of operations must be planned 
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in detail before production begins.” 

Many companies have taken 
note of this recommendation and 
the study of methods of manu- 
facture has become much more 
common in recent years, particularly 
in considering how suitable new 
designs are for production. 

Where design and ease of manu- 
facture have been _ successfully 
married, as in a number of firms 
to-day, the resultant product is both 
attractive and economical in pro 
duction and has brought steady 
business to the manufacturer. 

But not enough firms have yet 
studied in detail how to design a 
product that can be well and 
economically produced.

Such 
companies as Furniture Industries, 
Alstons (Long Melford), and D

Other Trends in Manufacture 


The main developments in the 
cabinet side of the industry in the 
last two decades—first, in the large 
mass-producing firms and, then, 
particularly since the war, in the 
medium-sized firms—have been the 
more frequent addition of a sub 
assembly stage in production and the 
breaking down of machining and 
assembly to simple operations 

This involves consideration of lay 
out and handling equipment, which 
have to suit the type of manu 
facture 

Similarly, a number of firms are 
developing the use of multi-purpose 
machines and, as the Productivity 
Team recommended, the use of 
machines running consecutively as 
a unit to effect two or more opera 
tions with a minimum of handling 
between each 

In the upholstery side of the in 
dustry the main development would 
seem to be not in the breaking 
down operations but in manufactur 
ing sub-assemblies complete for 
final assembly in the piece of 
unholstery 

On the other hand, a_ few 
upholstery firms are breaking down 
upholstery operations in the same 
manner as cabinet firms.

“An opportunity presented itself of 
leasing our factory at Hackney to 
the Crown at a substantial rent, and 
we felt that we should be open to 
grave criticism if we failed to take 
advantage of the opportunity 

“With very considerable regret we 
came to the conclusion that the fac 
tory should be disposed of and that 
as a corollary of so doing we should 
in due course invite the shareholders 
to put the company into voluntary 
liquidation.” 

Mr, Baldry then went on to give 
the figures for the year and said: 
“The net profit for the year (before 
taxation) amounted to £28,448 as 
compared with £37,453 for the pre 
ceding year and £63,090 for the year 
before that. The whole of the profit 
of £28,000 for the year ended June 
3, 1953, was in fact earned in the 
first half of that year, and from 
January to June, 1953, there was a 
small loss.”

Of course the report, extensive 
extracts from which are pub- 
lished in this issue, deals with 
many problems that chiefly affect 
the manufacturer, such as the 
high cost of materials, the study 
of costing, methods analysis and 
other trends in production. 

But there are two problems 
wh ch affect equally the furniture 
maker and the distributor. 


*&* The first question is the 
demand by retailers for frequent 
changes in design. 

Most manufacturers admit 
(says the report) that their range 
of models is wider than they 
would like, and that they have to 
introduce new designs too 
frequently. 

This demand by the retailer is, 
of course, understandable. He 
feels that a change of design adds 
to his merchandising strength 
and gives him advantage over 
firms who keep the same styles in 
their showrooms for a_ whole 
year. 

The problem is a very real one 

and the retailer must under- 
stand that frequent design 
changes decrease manufacturing 
efficiency and add seriously to 
manufacturing costs. At a time 
when everyone is trying to 
increase sales, any increase in 
costs—and thus an increase in 
retail prices—is a move hardly 
calculated to achieve the desired 
result. 


xe The report urges that a 
general limitation of design- 
changes to one a year (at exhibi- 
tion time) would be a move in 
the right direction. It adds: “In 
almost every industry in Britain 
there is room for greater simpli- 
fication of the range of products 


& tae review of the furniture 


manufactured .. . and furniture is 
no exception.” 

This we feel is a vastly import- 
ant point that should be studied 
sympathetically by the retail 
trade, for we do not believe that 
the demand for constant style- 
changes comes from the consum- 
ing public, nor would a limitat on 
of changes affect the consumer’s 
purchases. 


Market Anxiety 


be other problem that both 
manufacturer and retailer 
must tackle is the danger (to 
which we have frequently po:nted 
before) of the furniture trade 
losing a serious proportion of its 
market to other consumer indus- 
tries, particularly TV and radio, 
washing machines and electr-c 
cleaners. 

On this question the British 
Productivity Counc! Report 
po nts out that the percentage of 
personal expenditure (the pub- 
lic’s purse) that is taken by 
the British furniture industry 
dropped to a low figure during 
the war and has slowly recovered 

from 2.5 per cent in 1946 to 
4.5 per cent in 1950, although 
there was a slight fall in the per- 
centage during 1951 and 1952. 


*%* These figures compare un- 
favourably with the United States 


market. Here the propo'tion 
since the end of the war has been 
more than 5 per cent—although 
a far wider variety of other 
household equipment is sold in 
America than in Britain. 

Says the Report: “ There 
would seem still to be room for 
further expansion of expenditure 
on furniture as compared with 
total personal expenditure, in 
spite of the increasing demand 
for new types of household equip- 
ment.” 

This we know. And it is good 
that a body like the B.P.C. should 
have stressed the importance of 
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a factor that must be tackled 
quickly, and with imag nat on, 
by the whole of the furn-ture 
industry, manufacturing and 
retail. 


Boom—and Boomerang ? 


F course, there is a possi- 
bility that the boom in 
television sets may prove a 
boomerang for the furniture 
trade. For, as we suggested at the 
very beginning of TV popularity, 
the television set has encouraged 
more staying-at-home which, says 
the report, will undoubtedly 
cause more attention to be given 
to the furniture of the home. 

Thus, far from a TV set being 
bought instead of new armchairs, 
new armchairs may become a 
necessity because of the advent 
of television. 

And we cannot help feeling 
that, in television receiv ng areas, 
strong advertising campaigns 
linked up with window displays 
could put across this story in 
such a forceful way that the 
televiewer would become one of 
the furniture  trade’s __ best 
customers. 


House Names 
HERE is one way in which 
this newspaper could be of 
more assistance to both manu- 
facturer and retaler—if it can 
have full co-operation. 

We refer to the numbers of 
enquiries for items of furn ture 
which carry “house names” as 
distinct from registered trade 
names. 

A firm, for instance. may 
decide to call its range by the 
names of the big cities of Br'ta n, 
or by universities, or by Royal 
homes, or by names of flowers. 
In many instances it is quite 
impossible for an enquiry depart- 
ment to trace the makers. 


*% For this reason, we invite 
manufacturers to send us lists of 
all their “ house names.” 

These will then be indexed— 
and considerable business may be 
saved for the manufacturer and 
for the retailer.

How to Tackle 
Carpet Display 
Space Problem 


OW can a retailer display his 
carpets and lino to obtain the 
maximum selling effect on the 
customer? This is a problem very 
much to the fore at the moment, 
stimulated as it has been by the 
recent successful Carpet Week 
Quite apart from increased sales, 
the Week awakened a new interest in 
display at the start of the winter 
season. The general standard of dis- 
plays was high, but, as was to be 
expected, it erred on the artistic 
rather than on the hard-selling side 
A “log cabin” made up of rolled 
carpets may greatly brighten a win 
dow but, in normal times, its selling 
impact must of necessity be limited 
Window displays apart, it is the 
interior of the shop, in the carpet 
department itself, where the most 
good can be done by well-planned 
arrangement. The conventional 
stacks of Indian, Axminster and Wil 
ton may be simole and space saving, 
but no one would deny that they have 
obvious disadvantages 


The use of steps in this manner

Most customers show a marked 
lack of desire to approach them with 
serious intent because their handling 
calls for the help of an assistant 
whereas, as most retailers know, 
customers generally prefer to walk 
around and form their own opinions 
before the assistant steps in to 
harden them into a specific desire to 
buy 

The first problem, as one of 
larger carpet retailers recently 
remarked, indicating his widely 
varied stock, is to make the best use 
of limited space. No retailer in the 
country can hope to devote an 
individual display to each type and 
design of carpet or lino he has in 
stock 

Obvious as this is, in it lies the 
key to the whole problem, which 
resolves itself into how to display the 
largest number of designs attractively 
and to the best advantage

[hen again, the smaller rolls of 
rugs, mats, and samples of strip 
carpeting can be put on attractively 
decorated shelves placed higher on 
the wall This can leave space 
beneath them for rolled lino of 
carpet squares. An eye-catching end 
piece can be achieved by placing 
rolled squares on rods and placing 
them one above the other in a display 
stand, so that sufficient of each is 
visible to indicate the pattern This 
type of stand is simple, and can be 
made by any local carpenter 


Special Rug Displays 


Rugs deserve special display treat 
ment. A corner should be devoted to 
a carefully chosen selection which, 
properly planned, can send the cash 
register ringing. Unlike carpets, which 
often call for family deliberation, 
rugs are something which the house- 
wife can very often buy on her shop 
ping round, and immediate sales 
should be the aim 

The casualness with which rugs and 
mats are treated by many retailers is 
probably only because the display 
problems which accompany the larger 
items tend to push the “small fry” 
into the display background This is 
unfortunate because the sale of a rug 
or mat very often leads to an awak 
ening of interest in the home floor

coverings and can precede the buying 
of a carpet or of lino, 

The need to tone in the 
displays of different designs should 
be too obvious to deserve mention, 
but all too often are floral and New 
Elizabethan designs mixed or plain 
colours overwhelmed by intricate 
pattern. Contrast is the argument 
put forward, but it fails because a 
customer, if she has no other specific 
ideas, has generally a_ preconceived 
notion of whether her choice lies, 
say, among “plain or patterned,” 
traditional or New Elizabethan. Let 
her browse contentedly among the 
general selection of her choice, and 
your sales will benefit. Where con- 
trast can be used effectively, however, 
is by displaying positive plain colours 
against the nastel shades 

Finally: lighting, ticketing, and the 
general colour scheme 

As no assistant can be expected to 
drag a 12 by 9 foot square into the 
street for inspection, lighting is of the 
utmost imnortance, and a mixture of 
tungsten and fluorescent lighting fit- 
ments is probably the most desirable 
This gives a satisfactory rendering of 
the colour values and—those who are 
about to put a case for all-fluorescent 
lighting, please note--the tungsten 
softens the rather hard light of 
fluorescent and makes _ inspection 
more easy on the eyes. 

Clearly marked tickets or cards 
have obvious advantages and, where 
it is not the policy of the business to 
show prices, simple details of size, 
type and other information, such as 
whether strips can be house-made

recommended. 

The general colour scheme of the 
department is one of the most 
important, and one of the most over- 
looked factors. It is remarkable how 
many retailers in redecorating their 
premises, finish off the carpet section 
in attractive shades of blue or pink 
which prove hopeless backgrounds 
when the floorcoverings are returned 
to their display stands. 

The safest “colour” is undoubtedly 
white, but neutral colours such as 
grey, stone, or pale primrose can be 
used as long as floorcoverings con- 
taining these shades are given a back- 
ground of others of contrasting

A festivities Mr. G. G. Robinson, 
furnisher of Baildon, township on the 
edge of the Yorkshire moors near 
Bradford, put in a special display of 
New Elizabethan furniture. He won 
an award for his display from the

But to a Furnishing World reporter 
he said at the time: “This sort of 
thing doesn’t go down in Baildon, 
I’m afraid. I like it, but Baildon 
wants something substantial. It’s here 
for display, and I don’t suppose [ll 
sell any of it.” 

That was only in June.. . but so 
rapidly is New Elizabethan furniture 
gaining popularity in the slow-to- 
change West Riding, that Mr. Robin- 
son, interviewed this week by the 
same reporter, said: 

“I’ve sold four suites of New 
Elizabethan upholstered furniture. 
I'm waiting for delivery of four 
dining sets in this style. I’ve sold 
this sort of furniture before, of 
course, but not from stock. I 
wouldn't say it is yet the bread-and- 
butter trade, but the younger ones 
starting out on married life are ask- 
ing for New Elizabethan. The middle- 
aged cash customers still want tradi- 
tional furniture, but the younger 
ones are asking for terms for New 
Elizabethan.” 


Popular in Leeds, Too 


Now consider Mr. A. E. 
proprietor of Arthur Farrar, 
shers of the neighbouring 
Leeds. 

Already he has several 
New Elizabethan furniture on dis- 
play, and in. the spring he intends 
to devote a whole showroom to it. 
It is the coming of television, he 
believes, that has speeded up the 
change in taste in Yorkshire. 

“ The fireside is ro longer the focal 
point of a room,” he said to a Fur- 
nishing World reporter. “ People 
now want to be able to move furni- 
ture easily, and the heavy table, the 
heavy easy chairs, must go. As a 
result they are asking more and more 
about New Elizabethan.” 

Both Mr. Farrar of Leeds and Mr 
Robinson of Baildon have one 
criticism of New Elizabethan furni- 
ture, and that is the over-emphasis on 
the splay leg by ‘manufacturers 
Otherwise, says Mr. Robinson, “I'm 
all for it. For one thing, it isn’t 
lathered with polish, and so the manu 
facturer must make a good job of 
it. In New Elizabethan it is difficult 
to put out shoddy work.”

Wallnaners, furniture, uvholstery 
and fabrics are all blended into har- 
monious room schemes on the ground 
and first floors, with the realism en- 
hanced by the introduction of plants 
(particularly the fashionable varie- 
gated leaf types) ornaments, television 
sets, table lamps and other acces- 
sories. 

All daylight lighting has been 
eliminated and at all windows white 
Venetian blinds have been fitted. 
The soft glow from these, replacing 
direct light, and the way in which 
the slats reflect artificial light back 
into the room combine to give better 
illumination and a more restful 
setting for the furniture. 

Mr Arthur Segel, the general 
manager, who has been responsible 
for the redecoration has great belief 
in the future of New Elizabethan 
furniture in and around Birmingham 
where, he is convinced, interest had

[' is some time now since modern- 
ist fabric designs passed through 
their troubled phase of  ultra- 
“advanced” patterns and nerve-sear- 
ing colours. One of the most notice- 
able trends observed when selecting 
samples for the World's first soft fur- 
nishing article in 1954 is the mature 
approach shown by to-day’s designers 
of New Elizabethan fabrics. Colours 
are clear or subdued, completely mod- 
ern but essentially suitable as a back- 
ground to home life. Geometrical 
designs are softened by the introduc- 
tion of curves into sharply-angled 
patterns, or by motifs outlining the 
squares used as the basis of a number 
of designs.

The ground colours chosen for the 
other fabric featured on this page are 
grey, yellow or light green, and 
colours used for the design include 
black, light brown and blue. This 
is a printed cotton with a striking 
design of railway lines and signals, 
suitable equally for a living-room or a 
teen-ager’s bed-sitting-room. It comes 
from the range of Arthur Sanderson 
& Sons, Ltd., and is made in a 48-50 
inch width. 


The third design illustrated this 
week (on page 67) is from Story 
(Fabrics), Ltd. Here the ground 
colours are green, blue, grey, 
wine or red, with alternate squares in 
lighter and deeper tones of the one 
shade. This printed cotton, called 
“ Titan,” is a 50-inch fabric, featuring 
a wide variety of fishes and under- 
water plants. The basic geometrical 
design is softened by motifs of sea- 
weed and shells on the white ground 
separating the coloured squares.

But discon- 
tinuation of the present scheme is 
regarded as an achievement for all 
those in the trade with the 
assistance of the industry, 
have been pressing for its abolition 
What form the new procedure will 
take remains to be seen, but, at least, 
it seems, the import of plywood will 
no longer be tied with national stock 
purchases.
